THEATREGOERS settling down to 
watch the stage version of wartime 
comedy ’Alio Alio at Bridgnorth were 
stunned when one of the stars of the 
TV series strode on stage.

A CHURCH warden in Kidderminster has made 
a desperate appeal for help after a lead thief 
caused around £8,000 worth of damage. 

Pastors and staff at St Mary’s and All Saints Parish Church 
have been left devastated by the roof break-in, which has left 
them with a huge funding shortfall.

The lead stolen, itself worth around 
£2,000, was retrieved after nearby 
security staff raised the alarm. But it 
cannot be reused. 

A gaping hole in the roof was covered 
temporarily in time for a Remem¬ 
brance Sunday service at the weekend 
but a permanent solution is required 
as soon as possible. 

The church’s insurance covers only 
half the £8,000 roof repair cost and 
with funds at “meagre” levels warden 
David Trick has appealed for Kidder¬ 
minster residents to lend a hand. 

LISTED 

“Our funds are very, very poor 
indeed,” he said. “We’d appeal desper¬ 
ately for help if anyone can offer it. 

“We’re starting to make general 
appeals to charities but everyone is so 
hard-pressed at the moment that it’s 
not as simple as that. 

“The church belongs to the people of 
Kidderminster so we need them to help 
now more than ever.” 

Around 45 metres of lead was 
removed from the Grade I listed build¬ 


ing, off St Mary’s ring road, causing 20 
square metres of damage to the slate 
roof. 

Mr Trick called on local councillors 
and MPs to help highlight the issue of 
lead thefts, which have blighted 
churches across the country. 

“We need to come down hard on 
these scrap merchants who take lead 
without asking questions,” he added. 

“They’re able to get rid of this stuff so 
easily and it’s law-abiding people that 
suffer. Churches up and down the 
country have had this problem but if 
people couldn’t get rid of it so easily 
they might not be as willing to steal it.” 

A spokesperson for West Mercia 
police said of the incident: “Around 
£2,000 worth of lead flashing was 
taken from the roof of St Mary’s 
Church. An 18-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of theft and has 
been bailed until November 24, 
pending further inquiries.”

Old folk target of 
‘despicable’ theft 


POLICE are hunting for a 
man and a woman who are 
believed to be responsible for 
two burglaries in Kiddermin¬ 
ster and Bewdley which hap¬ 
pened while the elderly 
victims were at home watch¬ 
ing television. 

In one of the incidents, at 
Franche, a pensioner in her 80s 
was in her lounge between 6pm 
and 6.30pm on Monday night 
(November 8) when the pair broke 
in. Initially the pensioner was 


only aware of the female who 
walked in and told her she was a 
community warden. 

She asked the victim to check 
her valuables as she said it 
appeared she had been burgled. 

While she was occupied a sub¬ 
stantial sum of cash was taken 
from a cupboard. The pensioner 
later realised there was also a 
man present but it was only after 
they had left and she had con¬ 
tacted a relative that she discov¬ 
ered her money was missing. 

Officers are linking that inci¬ 


dent with another off the 
Queensway at Bewdley the same 
night between 6.20pm and 7.30pm 
when another property was 
burgled while an elderly couple 
watched TV in their living room. 
They later discovered an untidy 
search had been made of other 
rooms and again a large quantity 
of cash had been stolen.

“It is a last resort, but we hope it will 
bring about an improvement in Shurmer’s 
behaviour and act as a deterrent to others. 

“If he breaks the order he is liable to face 
a jail sentence of up to five years. The

A KIDDERMINSTER man has been 
jailed for six years for committing sex 
offences against a young girl. 

Bryan Hussey, aged 68, befriended the girl’s 
mother before carrying out the offences, Worcester 
Crown Court was told. 

Hussey, of Franchise Street, appeared for sentenc¬ 
ing before Judge Daniel Pearce-Higgins on Friday, 
November 12 after being convicted of sexual assault 
on a girl aged under 13 and a further charge of sexual 
touching committed against the same girl in October 
last year. 

Hussey had denied the charges but was found 
guilty at Hereford Crown Court on September 27 fol¬ 
lowing a five-day trial. The jury cleared him of 
another charge of witness intimidation. 

In addition to the six-year term for the sex assault 
charge he received a concurrent 12-month sentence 
for the sexual touching. He was placed on the Sex 
Offenders Register for life and made subject to a 
Sexual Offences Prevention Order (SOPO). 

Voluntary 

Its terms prohibit him from: Having any contact 
with a child under 16 unless supervised by an adult 
approved by Children’s Services; having any child 
aged under 16 at his dwelling; carrying out any paid 
or unpaid voluntary work which may bring him into 
contact with children under 16 and loitering outside 
any school, college or educational facility used by 
children under 16. 

Detective Constable Mark Churchill, from West 
Mercia Police’s North Worcestershire Child Protec¬ 
tion Unit, led the investigation. 

“Hussey not only abused the position of trust he 
had when he with this girl but he has also made her 
go through the ordeal of having to give evidence in 
court, provided in this case through a video link,” he 
said. 

“The bravery shown by her and victims in similar 
cases is quite humbling.”

Towns need 
character, 
says author 

ABOUT 70 people attended the launch of a 
new book on Kidderminster’s history in the 
Town Hal. 

Nigel Gilbert’s book Harveys Kiddermin¬ 
ster Cream traces the history of the Kidder¬ 
minster branch of the wine merchants 
famous for their Bristol Cream sherry. 

It also tells the story of Harveys’ leg¬ 
endary cellars, which were destroyed in 
1968 when the Swan shopping centre was 
constructed. 

The guest speaker on Monday of last 
week was John Harvey V, the last of the 
family dynasty of wine merchants. 

He spoke of his regret that the family 
firm had been swallowed up by an ever- 
expanding conglomerate. He referred to his 
visit to Kidderminster in 1961, when he 
had admired the town’s wine cellars. 

Mr Gilbert asked how it was possible that 
the local authority of 1968 could have 
allowed the destruction of the wonderful 
vaults which had already excited great 
interest and speculation about their origins 
for over a century. 

“My book is a warning to politicians and 
planners not to leave towns bereft of char¬ 
acter and interest,” he said after the
